Our world is about to change... 


THE implementation of the EU Driver Training 
Directive will change the landscape forever for 
coach and bus operators. 

In short, every PCV driver will have to undergo 
formal training every year to an EU syllabus, to obtain 
a compulsory Driver Certificate of Competence 
(CPC), not to be confused with the existing operator 
CPC. 

The Driver CPC lasts for five years, and can only be 
renewed by the driver proving they have had formal 
training, each and every year. It applies to all 
professional drivers — including part timers and 
occasional drivers — for all PCV vehicles used for hire 
and reward, including minibuses. 

In addition, new starters will have to undergo 
longer training than at present to obtain their Driver 
CPC and the industry is being asked to consider 
which of two training options it would like (see news 
story on page 10). The decision needs to be made by 
next year, even though the Directive does not come 
into effect for new drivers until 10 September 2008, 
when the annual training for existing drivers also must 
start. The Government is shortly to start a formal 
consultation. Which way it jumps depends on what 
the PSV and HGV/LGV industries tell it. 

Although three years seems a long time, ignoring 
the Directive will only make life harder. There are also 
numerous questions to be answered with the prime 
one being ‘what is the effect on small operators?’ 

Without doubt, it will put up costs. Some believe it 
will also force up wages as the lengthy training and 
testing process will be barrier to entry to the industry 
for some, while driver turnover will have to be 
reduced. 

In London, the BTEC scheme introduced five years 
ago at Transport for London’s behest, is similar to 
substantial parts of the EU training syllabus. The EU 
syllabus includes 13 topics such as ‘optimising fuel 
consumption’, ‘know the technical characteristics to 


minimise wear and tear’ and ‘adopt behaviour to help 
enhance the image of the company’. But it’s mainly 
coach operators who are coming fresh to this and 
training costs are a big issue. GoSkills Chief Executive 
Peter Huntington is arguing that small operators 
should be allowed to form training consortiums and 
clearly co-operation is going to be needed. 

Having spent substantial sums on training drivers, 
and then the annual (periodic) training, there will be a 
stronger incentive for operators to work hard to keep 
the drivers they have. In theory, it should also raise 
driver standards, but this is not a road safety measure 
— it’s a ‘social inclusion’ device to make professional 
driving a more attractive career by raising its status. 

At this early stage, it’s good to know that help is at 
hand. GoSkills is very keen to help all operators 
prepare for, and implement, the Directive. As a first 
step, it has appointed a dedicated advisor, John Smith 
(see page 47) and more details about the Directive 
are on its website www.goskills.org. 

Make no mistake. 

This legislation is 
going to have a 
massive effect on 
your business.

It’s ‘business as usual’ as an £1 1.8m MBO deal secures the 
future of Optare. Mike Morgan reports

competition to finally close the 
deal at | 900hrs on Thursday 28 
July for a total purchase price of 
£11.8 million on a debt-free 
basis. 

HSBC, Optare’s banker for 
the past |2 years, is providing 
the Management Buyout 
(MBO) team with enhanced 
finance facilities. The six-man 
team, which has combined 


industry experience of 146 
years, was advised during the 
transaction by Deloitte & 
Touche LLP 

Bob Coombes told 
route that the MBO aims 
to take the business forward, 
improving profitability, and 
expanding sales in the full-size 
single-deck sector. He said: 
“We had to fight off con- 
siderable competition to retain 
control of our business and as 
a team we are determined to 


continue to build on the recent 
success that has seen Optare 
significantly increase its UK 
market share, and expand into 
Europe.” 

The deal follows a NABI 
restructuring programme, 
which is expected to lead to a 
further disposal of assets as the 
Hungary-based group faces up 
to the need to reduce £53m of 
short-term debt. NABI’s other 
operations in the USA and 
Hungary have been hit by the 


prolonged weakness of the US 
dollar and a slow-down in bus 


sales in North America 
(routeQNE, News, 30 June). 
What the deal 


means for Optare

The current management team 
will remain in place and steer 
Optare towards still greater 
success.

NABI ownership was 
instrumental in Optare’s 
successful export drive to the 
United States where the Solo 
sold in significant numbers until 
orders were tempered by 
adverse currency fluctuations. 

Under the terms of the sale 
NABI has entered into an

in both North America and 
Hungary. In addition, it has 
secured a_ licence to 
manufacture the left-hand- 
drive version of the Optare 
Tempo to be sold in Eastern 
and Central Europe.

Russell Richardson, Optare’s

Optare’s 20-year history 


OPTARE started life in 1985 
with the purchase of the 
former Leyland-owned Charles 
H Roe coachworks at 
Crossgates, Leeds by a group 
of determined employees led 
by Russell Richardson. 

It was at a time when bus 
sales in the UK were low due 
a large amount of uncertainty 
regarding the forthcoming 


deregulation of the bus 
industry. 

The company _ started 
developing new _ stylish 


complete buses, initially in co- 
operation with chassis 


manufacturers, before moving 
to develop its own under- 
frames and consequently 
integral buses. It built on the 
skills inherited from the Charles 
Roe business, which dates from 
1923. 

Initially | Optare only 
produced minibuses, but then 
moved on to larger things with 
the purchase of midibus and 
double-deck vehicle designs 
from MCW. 

The company was bought by 
United Bus in 1990, which 
subsequently collapsed in 1993, 
leading to a second buyout by 


the employees. In 1997 it 
acquired Rotherham-based 
Autobus, a specialist builder of 
midicoach bodies based on 
Mercedes-Benz chassis. Along 
the way it also opened a 
second factory in Rotherham, 
and started to import Optare- 
badged small coaches from 
Spanish bodybuilder Ferqui. 

Then, in early 2000, Optare 
was acquired by NABI — North 
American Bus Industries — 
providing the company with 
expansion opportunities in 
North America and continental 
Europe.

EVEN months after 

the implementation 

of DDA legislation 
requiring new coaches on 
scheduled services to be 
wheelchair accessible, the 
first new-design vehicles 
have been delivered this 
week. 

Also, two major operators — 
Stagecoach and National Express 
— have decided whose coaches 
they will buy. 

Plaxton delivered the first 
three Profile-bodied Volvo B7Rs 
with front-entrance wheelchair 
access to First Devon & 
Cornwall this week. Ordered in 
May, they are part of a 24-vehicle 
batch that will also be delivered 
for use on Welsh services. A 


formal launch is expected 
towards the end of this month. 
On Monday (I August), 


Stagecoach revealed an order for 
25 Plaxton Profile Volvo B7Rs, 


costing £3.5 million, also with 
wheelchair access via the main 
entrance. To be delivered 
between November and 
February 2006, they will be used 
on inter-urban express services. 
“We are still firming up on where 
the coaches will be going,” 
spokesman Steve Stewart told 
routeONE. It brings Stagecoach’s 
total vehicle investment for 
2005-6 to £60m. 

Announcing the Stagecoach 
order, UK Bus Managing 
Director Les Warneford said: 
“These new vehicles are the best 
solution in the market in terms of 
providing wheelchair access on 
coaches. 

“Accessibility is an important 
factor in providing attractive 
public transport services. As far 
as possible within the resources 
we have available, we are 
committed to making it easier 
for people to use our buses and 
coaches.” 

Today (Thursday) National 


Express is expected to announce 
that it has selected a Caetano- 
bodied Volvo with a front- 
entrance lift by Passenger Lift 
Services as its solution. Details 
were awaited as routeONE 
closed for press, but 
spokeswoman Joy Williams said: 
“We looked at a number of 
solutions from different 
manufacturers, and have been 
working for a year-and-a-half 
with Caetano to design a 
bespoke vehicle that fully meets 
our specifications for a high- 
quality coach. 

“We have been working very 
closely with the three suppliers, 
and the Mobility and Inclusion 
Unit of the Department for 
Transport,” she added. The first 
coach, said to be the first of its 
kind in Europe, is under 
construction and due to be 
delivered next month. It will be 
tested on a number of routes in 
the autumn, before going into 
service next year. 


In March, Arriva ordered 
five DDA compliant Van Hool 
Alizee coaches, using VDL Bus 
SB4000+ chassis and a front- 
entrance mounted lift.

Stansted route next as Stelios eyes

EASYJET founder Stelios 
Haji-loannou is in talks 
with a potential franchisee 
to start a Stansted-London 
EasyBus route. 

Talking exclusively to 
routeONE, Stelios _ said: 
“EasyBus is nearly a year old 
and has now reached the 
break-even point. 

“We're focussing on new 
routes from airports to their 
nearby cities and talking to a 
potential franchise partner for 
a new Stansted - London 
operation.” He said that 
timescales had not been 
agreed, but hopes the route 
will start “sooner rather than 
later.” 

“In terms of new routes 
we've not ruled anything out 
and would welcome 
approaches from potential 
franchisees. We're looking at 
any airport where we can 
provide a connection to a 
nearby city. That could be 
Liverpool, Glasgow, 
Edinburgh or anywhere else. 


Gatwick is maybe = an 
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exception though, as it already 
has an established high-quality 
rail link into London.” 

Stelios said that the focus 
for new EasyBus ventures has 


shifted away from the 
commuter market, which is 
subject to seasonal 


fluctuations during summer 
holidays and is more difficult 
to market. The Milton 
Keynes-Hendon (now Baker 
Street) route, launched last 
August, is run on a contract 
basis by MK _ Metro. 
Centrebus holds the contract 
to operate the Luton-London 
route. 

“Running to Hendon was 
not my best idea” admitted 
Stelios “but numbers have 
improved now we've moved 
to Baker Street. You don’t 
need to go to the terminus

She said Traffic 
Commissioners were 
concerned there is no provision 
for impounding PSVs and she 
hoped it would be considered 
by those who had responsibility 
for such legislation.

She said 
she had been concerned for 
many years that a number of 
maintenance records produced 
to vehicle examiners, or at 
Public Inquiries had been 
fabricated or forged.

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Time to decide on training

HE industry is being 
ic to decide 

which of two options 
it should choose for 
implementing the EU 
Driver Training Directive, 
which introduces a 
compulsory Driver CPC. 

At seminars held last week 
in Birmingham and London by 
the Confederation of 
Passenger Transport, Driver 
Standards Agency (DSA) and 
GoSkills, the implications of 
the Directive were spelled out 
along with the options the 


industry faces when a 
consultation paper is published 
shortly. 


For new drivers there are 
two options for obtaining the 
Driver’s CPC. Each EU 
country must choose one or 
the other: 

Option A: Course 
attendance and a test. The

HE Confederation of 
T Passenger Transport 

(CPT) has taken the 
lead and presented a set of 
detailed proposals to the 
Government about how it 
could implement free 
travel for old and disabled 
people in England, which 
starts next April. 

The Government is coming 
under increasing pressure 
from PTEs and __ local 
authorities for details of how 
the scheme will be funded and 
run, with a number of councils 
being openly critical in the last 
week. The measure was 
announced in the Budget 
(routeONE, News, 24 March) 
but four months later no 
details have been provided by 
the Department for Transport. 

With only nine months to 


go to the  measure’s 
introduction, the CPT has 
produced a set of principles, 
frameworks for regulations, 
official guidance and a detailed 
model scheme which it has 
given to the DfT’s working 
group.

PD3 marks end 
of Black Prince 


BLACK Prince marked the end of 36 
years of operation on Saturday by 
running its Ramsbottom East Lancs- 
bodied Leyland PD3, which had been 
part of the fleet for more than two 
decades. Proprietor Brian Crowther, 
who is retiring, was the conductor on 
the bus. 

News that a deal had been struck with 
First for the takeover of Black Prince and 
the associated Leeds Suburban Buses 
operations emerged at the end of January 
(routeONE, News, 3 February). The sale 
has been protracted because it was subject 
to Office of Fair Trading approval, but 30 
July was set as the final day. 

Photographers were out in force in both 
Leeds and Morley to record the passing of 
a company that had a respected name in 
the locality. The fleet, some of which is 
being bought by First, included Scania single 
and double deckers and Optare Prismas. 
Commemorative boards were in place and 
vehicles operating on the 751 in Leeds, a 
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route which is being lost under the changes; 
also carried handwritten notices. 
Black Prince also rebuilt over many years 


the accident-damaged unique two- 
staircase Alexander-bodied Ailsa which, 
with front and rear doors, had been 
originally built as part of an experimental 
batch for London Buses in the early 1980s. 
The bus had lost its rear doors prior to the 
accident which almost ended its career, but 
retained its two staircases. Back in service 
for only a few months, it carried a wreath 
on the last day of Black Prince operation. It 
has been sold to a preservationist owner 
who already owns a West Midlands Ailsa 


which operated in service between Leeds 
and Morley alongside the Ramsbottom 
PD3. 

Mr Crowther had owned several half 
cab buses over the years including a Dennis 
Loline and AEC Renown in the early years, 
and later a 1966 Farsley Omnibus PD3 as 
well as four Routematers. His first 
purchase, for preservation only, was a 1939 
Douglas Corporation Transport AEC 
Regent Il in 1968. At the end, as well as the 
Ramsbottom bus, he owned a Leeds 
Corporation PD3 and both buses are 
understood to have passed to a new owner 
for heritage operation.

THE Whisperer was very interested in the latest report 
covering the financial health of the coach and bus 
industry, only to discover that all is not what it appears. 

For example, the industry trade association the 
Confederation of Passenger Transport (CPT) is listed in 
the report as one of the top 50 trading partners. It also 
says that the CPT is one of the industry’s pre-tax profit 
movers. 

More alarming still is the inclusion of two failed 
business among those described among “the top 50 
companies that are desirable to own” — i.e. Wimco 
Group and 2 Travel Group. 

Is The Whisperer right to be suspicious about the 
accuracy and validity of the other data in the report? It’s 
a clear case of caveat emptor.

Further humorous contributions are welcomed. 
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I'VE RECENTLY received a fine issued 
for passing a fixed speed camera at 
57mph. The only problem is that it was 
on the dual carriageway A41 near 
Whitchurch, Shropshire, where the 
speed limit for PSVs, obviously, is 
60mph. 

The form that comes with the fine is 
complex, and a picture is not issued, 
but as soon as | read the location - due 
to my local knowledge - | knew it was a 
dual, rather than single, carriageway 
road.

Strafford’s new coach with 
Georgina’s interior 


IT’S always a major landmark in 
the development of a business 
when it buys its first new coach. 

For Strafford’s Coaches of 
Minera near Wrexham that 
landmark took place earlier this 
year when it took delivery of a 
420bhp Scania K124 tri-axle 
with lrizar Century coachwork, the first 
to be bought new by a North Wales 
operator, says Tony Strafford. 

Mr Strafford, who runs the family 
business with wife Georgina told 
routeONE: “We have been operating 
now for 18 years and have 
progressively bought newer vehicles. 
We felt it was time to take the plunge 
and see how we go from here.” 

The Straffords were flown to the 
lrizar factory in Spain where they were 
able to make their choices for the 
interior specification, which was 
Georgina’s domain, and the exterior. 
The coach, which was delivered at the 
beginning of the year, is to the latest 
specification, with CCTY, satellite 
navigation, DVD player, toilet and 
driver's bunk. 

Looking back at how Strafford’s 
Coaches started, Tony explained that 
he and Georgina had established the 
business in 1988 after he had spent 24 
years working as a mechanic for the 
local authority. Tony had been driving 
part-time, but when W.T. Jones of 
Wrexham decided to close, he bought 
a 53-seat Bedford coach and Bristol 
VRT from them to establish his own 
business. The decker had a social 
services contract to cover, but there 
was no immediate work for the coach. 
The intention had originally been just 
to buy a minibus. 

The business soon started to grow. 
A 45-seat Bedford was also quickly 
snapped up from W.T. Jones and, as 


more 
private hire was secured, the 
firm invested in its first Volvo B58 
Plaxton Viewmaster, which came from 
George Ashton of St Helens. Today, 
the fleet has grown to 14 vehicles and 
includes Van Hool and Plaxton-bodied 
DAFs, a Leyland Olympian, several 
Mercedes-Benz minibuses, an Indcar 
Maxim Iveco, and the new Scania 
lrizar. 

“We do contracts for Wrexham 
Borough Council, private hire and our 
own tours,” explained Tony, “It’s built 
up from UK weekend breaks and we 
now do around 10 a year reaching 
Belgium, France and Holland. We 
have done three to Ireland this year.” 

Tony drives 90% of the tours 
himself. He said: “The part that | enjoy 
is being with the public. It’s the 
pleasure you get from taking them 
somewhere new. | deal with the 
mechanical side. Georgina runs the 
office, the planning, worksheets and 
finances. Our daughter Michelle is also 
interested in the business.” Michelle 
married one of the firm’s drivers, 
Ronnie Bennett, in June. “We were 
one of the first to fit seatbelts to all our 
vehicles,” added Tony. “We have 
done the same with CCTV cameras. 
We need to think ahead and be 
positive all the time. The coach 
industry doesn’t get anything from the 
Government, but every operator 
knows that. | thoroughly enjoy the 
industry. If | didn’t, we would sell up.”

Short term licence cut for 


Truronian’s ignorance of ‘the Skills 
judgment’ over how drivers’ hours should 
be recorded led to a series of convictions 
and it now faces a 28-day licence cut 


RURONIAN has had 
T its licence cut from 62 

vehicles to 55 for 28 
days following its recent 
conviction by Plymouth 
Magistrates for drivers’ 
hours and _ tachograph 
offences. 

The Cornish operator had 
been fined £11,520 and 
ordered to pay £5,000 
towards the cost of the 
prosecution after being 
convicted of 35 offences of 
failing to keep proper 
tachograph records and six of 
permitting drivers to take 
insufficient weekly _ rest. 
Twenty-four of the company’s 
drivers were also convicted of 
drivers’ hours and tachograph 
offences. 

The company can apply the 
restriction to its licence at any 
time before the end of this 
year and Western Traffic 
Commissioner Philip Brown 
has agreed to an increase in its 
licence to 68 vehicles at the 
start of 2006. 

Detailed analysis of the 
company’s documentation 
and tachograph records had 
revealed the offences. The 
majority of drivers suggested 
that the company had not 
brought any of the offences to 
their attention, nor had they 
much formal training, if any, on

drivers’ hours and tachograph 
rules. 

The Commissioner was 
told that the system used by 
the company for checking its 
tachograph records was totally 
ineffective; Traffic Examiner 
Stuart Offer said there 
appeared to be no system in 
force to check drivers’ breaks 
or delays. 

Tachograph charts did not 
set out all the duty time. His 
view was that the European 
Court’s judgment in the Skills 
Motor Coaches case (see 
below) should have been 
made available to all drivers. 

Mr Offer concluded that the 
company had not trained 
drivers sufficiently in the 
implications of the Skills 
judgment and it had failed to 
check compliance with the 
drivers’ hours and tachograph

rules. Traffic Examiner John 
Carpenter said he _ had 
mentioned the need for 
drivers to make a record of 
other work when he visited 
the company and checked 
tachograph records in 2002. 

Confederation of Passenger 
Transport Operations Direc- 
tor Steven Salmon said that, in 
relation to the Skills judgment, 
road safety was not directly 
compromised by the failure to 
make a particular type of 
record of something that had 
been done. 

He considered _ that 
Truronian’s records were 
sufficient to ensure the proper 
management of drivers’ time, 
even though they did not meet 
the latest interpretation of the 
regulations as set out in the 
Skills judgment. He was aware 
that Truronian had pleaded 
guilty to six weekly rest 
offences and was also aware of 
two other operators in the 
Western Traffic Area being 
prosecuted by VOSA for 
tachograph offences. 

Stephen Nicholson, Principal 
Transport Officer of Cornwall 
County Council, said that 
Truronian was among the 
most competent operators in 
Cornwall. 

Truronian Joint Managing 
Director David Rabey said the 
company had co-operated 
with VOSA in its investigation. 
If the number of authorised 
vehicles was reduced, the 
company would be unable to 
meet its contractual 


obligations. Fifty of the 62 
vehicles were on local services 
or school contracts. The 
remainder were used on 
private hire or holiday 
programmes and some work 
was undertaken for National 


Express. 
The company was 
operating to its current 


authorisation, especially during 
the summer. He agreed there 
were weaknesses in the 
company’s systems and that it 
had not transferred the effects 
of the Skills judgment to its 
working practices. 

He admitted that the Skills 
judgment had not been 
covered as part of their driver 
training programme, and had 
no recollection of discussing 
the effects of the Skills 
judgment with others in the 
industry. 

He fully accepted that the 
company was guilty of human 
error and it has now applied 
the full effects of the Skills 
judgment in its tachograph 
checking systems. 


For the company, Peter 
Woodhouse said that it was a 
complex and sad case. Had the 
company known about the 
particular aspect of the Skills 
judgment which had led to the 
prosecutions it would have 
complied with the rules. It had 
acted immediately following 
the interview with the Traffic 
Examiners. Arguing that no 
sanction was necessary, he said 
that Truronian had already 
been fined in the Criminal 
Court. 

In his decision, the 
Commissioner said it was 
disappointing that a highly 
respected operator should 
find itself at public inquiry. 
While it was clearly the case 
that human error was 
responsible for Truronian 
failing to comply with the 
drivers’ hours rules, he could 
not accept that it was 
inappropriate to criticise the 
company’s systems. 

He was mindful of the 
company’s assertions that it 
had not been aware before

Truronian had

the investigation took place of 
the requirement to record all 
duty time on the back of 
tachograph records even 
when the information was 
recorded on a_ separate 
document. However, it was a 
matter for the operator to 
ensure it complied with the 
drivers’ hours rules and that 
those who were responsible 
for ensuring compliance 
carried out those duties. 

He was faced with an 
operator that had been 
convicted of a large number of 
offences which _ indicated 
either ignorance of the current 
state of the drivers’ hours 
rules and/or a failure to 
implement them. Although 
only one offence was a road 
safety issue in itself, the failure 


to keep appropriate records 
meant that it was impossible 
to tell the extent of any other 
road safety issues since there 
was no evidence to indicate, in 
some cases, the full extent of 
the drivers’ duties. 

However, he was bound to 
give the company credit for 
the actions it had taken. He 


had no desire to put it out of | 


business, nor to reduce its 
ability to run registered 
services. He had _ taken 
account of the number of 
registered services which the 
company was contracted to 
run, together with _ its 
commitments to run tours, 
particularly during the 
summer season. 

Finally, the Commissioner 
directed the company by the 
end of November to present 
a full set of independently 
analysed tachograph records 
for July, August and 
September to demonstrate to 
him it was able to comply with 
the drivers’ hours and 
tachograph rules. 


The Skills judgment 


SKILLS appeared at 
Nottingham Magistrates 
court in January 2001 because 
it had not been taking into 
account the time spent by 
drivers driving to coaches 
parked in remote locations. 
The Magistrates had not 
been sure how to interpret 
the law and referred it to the 
European Court of Justice, 


which held that time spent 
travelling to take over a 
vehicle which was not at the 
employer’s base should be 
recorded as the driver 
cannot ‘freely dispose of his 
time’ when driving to the 
coach and this will ‘have a 
bearing on his driving, in that 
it will affect his state of 
tiredness’. 


Records were made up 


North Western Traffic Commissioner 
Beverley Bell immediately revoked an 
operator’s O-licence and banned him over 
a blatant case of fabrication 


A MINIBUS operator said 
to be a party to the 
manufacture, fabrication or 
forgery of his maintenance 
records has had his licence 
revoked with immediate 
effect and been banned 
indefinitely from holding or 
obtaining a PSV O-licence 
in any Traffic Area. 

John Hardern, trading as 
Jubilee Quality Cars, of 130 
Sandylands Park, Wistaston, 
Crewe, Cheshire had been 
called before a St Helens 
public inquiry because of 
concern over his maintenance 
history, but failed to appear. 

Mrs Bell said Mr Hardern 
had contacted the Traffic Area 
Office, saying he had reduced 
his operation to one vehicle. 
He now worked full time for 
the Mersey Ambulance 


| Service and was going through 


a divorce. 

Consequently, he had 
decided to cease operating, 
but would like to continue until 


| 27 August as he wished to fulfil 


his school contract, after 
which he would surrender his 
licence. He claimed his 
vehicles had always been 
roadworthy. 

Vehicle Examiner Steven 
Anderton said he had been 
asked to investigate because of 
concerns about Mr Hardern’s 
operating base. 

He had difficulty in contact- 
ing him and made several 


appointments to see him. 
When he visited Mr 
Hardern’s wife she told him 
there were no maintenance 
records and work was only 
done to the vehicles when 
they needed repairing. He had 


examined both of Mr 
Hardern’s minibuses at 
Sandbach Girls School, and 


issued both with delayed 
prohibitions for seatbelt 
problems. 

When he asked to see the 
maintenance records, Mr 
Hardern had = said that, 
because of his divorce and 
moving house, it would be 
difficult to find them. 

He visited Mr Hardern’s 
maintenance contractor, Phil 
Holland, of Jubilee Avenue, 
Crewe, who said he did not 
have any records on site, and 
then went to Mr Hardern’s 
parents’ house, where he was 


now living. 
While he was waiting for 
Mr Hardern, Mr Holland 


turned up with eight to 12 
months’ maintenance records. 

His suspicions = were 
aroused and when he put 
them to Mr Hardern he 
agreed the records Mr 
Holland had brought had been 
made up for his visit. Mr 
Holland said the paperwork 
had not been completed at 
the time of the inspections but 
had been made up for his visit. 
Mr Holland had also said that 


he was closing his business. 

In reply to the 
Commissioner, Mr Anderton 
said that, in addition to the 
school contract, Mr Hardern 
also did private hire and 
airport work. Mr Hardern had 
confirmed that he knew that 
the documents had been 
manufactured. 

He would not say that Mr 
Hardern was the most 
trustworthy person and he 
thought he might continue to 
use the vehicle. 

Mrs Bell said she could not 
be satisfied that Mr Hardern 
could possibly be of good 
repute, given the manu- 
facture, fabrication, or forgery 
of the maintenance records. 

She found it odd that a 
school contract should run to 
the end of August. She could 
not possibly condone the 
continued operation of the 
vehicle, as she could not be 
assured that road safety would 
not be unduly jeopardised. 

Traffic Commissioners 
were concerned that there 
was no provision for 
impounding PSVs and she 
hoped it would be considered 
by legislators. 

Finally, the Commissioner 
said that, for many years, she 
had been concerned that a 
number of maintenance 
records produced to Vehicle 
Examiners or at public inquiry 
had been manufactured, 
fabricated or forged. She 
regarded that as most serious 
and thought VOSA should 
consider in future whether or 
not to prosecute in such 
circumstances.

PILKINGTONS of Accring- 
ton Ltd has had its bid for a 
new licence turned down 
for the second time. 

The company had its 
previous licence revoked in 
June 2004 and had applied for 
a new national licence for 10 
vehicles, but North Western 
Traffic Commissioner Beverley 
Bell has turned it down again 
in the light of the Pilkington 
family’s record. 

The nominated Transport 
Manager was Raymond 
Pilkington, who was sole 
Director with his son lan 
acting as Company Secretary. 
In March 2003 the then 
partnership, comprising 
Raymond, John and Mary 
Pilkington, was ordered to 
repay 20% of fuel duty rebate 
for a three-month period due 
to service unreliability, and 
their licence was revoked in 
June 2004, when Raymond 
and his son John were 
disqualified indefinitely from 
holding a PSV O-licence on 
the grounds they had lost their 
repute (routeONE, Court 
Report, |7 June 2004). 

In January of this year an 
application by John Pilkington 
for a fresh licence was turned 
down by the Commissioner 
on the grounds that the 
company did not satisfy the 
requirements of good repute 
and the disqualification order 
for John Pilkington remained 
in force (routeONE, Court 
Report, | 7 February).

Raymond Pilkington told 
the Commissioner that, since 
the disqualification, they had 
studied where they had gone 
wrong. He and his sons, John, 
Alan and lan, had attended 
seminars and he had sent the 
mechanics, his sons, on 
courses. They had garaging for 
50 buses with a five-bay 
workshop with two inspection 
pits. If the application was 
successful they would install a 
rolling road brake tester.

His daughter Leon had 
obtained her CPC and his son 
lan was resitting the third 
module. He’d had numerous 
letters and telephone calls 
asking him to get back into 
business as quickly as possible 
and was told the bus service in 
Accrington had deteriorated. 
They had put a lot of services 
on at the request of the locals, 
but he had taken his eye off 
the ball because of other 
business interests. 

They had been in contact 
with the FTA, who would 
advise them, vehicles would 
be inspected monthly by their 
own staff with two local 
garages double checking their 
work, drivers would be 
thoroughly trained, including 
attitude to the public and daily 
walk- round checks, and they 
would be more selective over 
the routes run; they were 
thinking of operating five 
registered routes (routeONE, 
14 July). lan Pilkington gave 
evidence that he had taken the 
CPC examination but failed 
the third part, which he was 
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due to resit in September. If 
the application was turned 
down, he would apply for a 
licence in his own right. 

Refusing the application to 
lift the disqualification orders, 
the Commissioner said that 
the Pilkington family had a long 
history of non-compliance 
with regard to operator 
licensing. 

It was clear when the 
orders for revocation and 
disqualification were made in 
2004 that Raymond, John and 
Alan Pilkington were 
operators who either had no 
understanding of the O- 
licensing requirements or who 
deliberately chose to ignore 
them. 

It had become equally clear 
that the Pilkington family 
wished to continue to operate 
and that wish and enthusiasm 
had not been deflected in any 
way by the previous revo- 
cation and ban. It was equally 
clear that they had tried to 
make improvements in 
systems and procedures and 
in the way they sought to 
comply with O-licensing 
legislation.

However, while Alan and 
John Pilkington did seem to 
wish to comply with the 
legislation, she did not feel that 
they had the necessary 
maturity to do so. Raymond 
Pilkington, on the other hand 
had worked in the industry for 
a number of years and had 
already been the subject of a 
disqualification order as a 
result of allowing competing 
business interests to divert his 
attention away from com- 
pliance with the O-licensing 
requirements and the 
promotion of road safety, fair

competition and the provision 
of reliable bus services. 

It was clear the company 
had more than sufficient 
finance and she could not 
doubt the enthusiasm of the 
Pilkington family members. 
Such — enthusiasm —_—_—was, 
however, of little comfort to 
passengers if not equalled by 
compliance with the 
legislation. 

She still doubted Raymond 
Pilkington’s ability to imple- 
ment proper systems for 
maintenance and service 
reliability and to monitor them 
properly and concluded that, 
despite the steps he had taken 
to comply with the O-licensing 
requirements, his  disqual- 
ification should continue. 

However, she had been 
relatively impressed by lan 
Pilkington, although he had 
not yet established that he had 
the necessary professional

The company, or any 


related entity, could make 
application at any time for a 
new licence, but it was 
unlikely to succeed with its 
current links to Raymond, 
Alan and John Pilkington as 
they simply did not fully 
understand the minimum 
requirements. 

On the other hand, lan 
Pilkington appeared to display 
great maturity and 
understanding of O-licensing 
requirements and the 
complex issue of _ staff 
management and were he to 
apply after completing his 
CPC she would look at the 
position then. 
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HIL Hodgson is one of 

the industry’s 

gentlemen. His career 
dates back to the early 1960s and 
an engineering apprenticeship 
with Hants & Dorset. 

He later moved to the telecom 
side of what was then the GPO 
before progressing to Liquid Pressure 
and Ancillary Gases which had a 
major depot in Southampton. 
Working on the liquid tank side of 
the business he was posted to 
Holland before joining Unilever, a 
company for which he went on to 
work for more than 20 years. 

Initially Phil was an Area Engineer, 
progressing to Fleet Engineer for 
SPD (Speedy Prompt Delivery). 
When that business was sold to the 
National Freight Company he 
transferred within Unilever as Fleet 
Engineer for Birdseye and Walls ice 
cream where he stayed for eight 
years. From there he joined BRS 
Engineering at Merton Centre, 
Bedford and once again became 
involved with the coach and bus 
industry through the supply of 
aftersales support to the MCW range 
in the late 1980s. 

In 1989 Phil established his own 
business, Vehicle Engineering Services 
of Corby (VES), a commercial garage 
which, now based at Wellingborough, 
is run by his son Andrew.

Phil has also been instrumental in 
Metro’s school bus orders, 30 
FE!

HEN laypcttéd‘in 
Oct&ber 1997 the 
Intellitec system of 


multiplexing was a revolution in 
the making. 

Marshall of Cambridge was the 
first bus bodybuilder to jump on 
board fitting it to its ill-fated Minibus 
and 300 bodies on Dennis Dart 
chassis. Although Marshall’s bus 
building activities are now history, 
reliability of the Intellitec system 
resulted in it being fitted to nearly 
600 TransBus Presidents, while East 
Lancashire Coach Builders has 
adopted Intellitec multiplexing having 
been attracted by its ‘plug-in and go’ 
capability.

The Intellitec system is called 
Programmable Multiplex Control 
(PMC) and this intelligent alternative 
to hard wiring is winning growing 
respect among fleet engineers. | 
differs from -. ge 
systems becalS€ it offers vehicle 
builders the ability to make an 
infinite number of changes to the 
electrical system from the comfort of 
a PC, while operators have the 
comfort of knowing that system 
checks can be carried out without 
the need for a laptop. Meanwhile the 
significant reduction in the number 
of wires required in the average bus 
wiring loom is not accompanied by 
added complication when additional 
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equipment is fitted because standard 
automotive cable is used. 

PMC is a modular communication 
and switching system designed to 
make the design and manufacture of 
vehicles easier and less expensive. 

Technical Director Paul Smith 
explains: “Intellitec’s own software 
WinPMC uses simple Boolean 
algebra commands made up of AND 
NOT & OR. These three simple 
commands coupled with timers 
make PMC a very powerful and 
flexible system. The PMC software 
suite is licensed to the vehicle 
manufacturer free of any charge.” 

Although PMC was launched in 
1997, the company itself was 


founded in 1994. It evolved from a 
small supplier of battery protection 
equipment to an internationally 
renowned system solutions and 
application engineering company, 
with specific applications for the PSV 
market. 

However, it is the continuous 
development programme within the 
UK that is now starting to pay 
dividends. 

Sales Director Duncan Hughes 
recently returned from a week-long 
visit during which Intellitec agreed a 
sole and exclusive agreement with 
ComfortDelgro Engineering in 
Singapore, the company that owns 
Metroline in London. 


ComfortDelgro is building 150 Volvo 
B9TL-based double deckers for SBS. 
Mr Hughes told routeONE: “While 
this is a fantastic piece of business for 
us to win, it’s really the tip of the 
iceberg. 

“Intellitec will be assisting 
ComfortDelgro with the loom 
design and we will also be providing 
full and detailed technical training on 
our products to the engineering 
team at ComfortDelgro.” 

Meanwhile, after lengthy and 
rigorous trials, the Board of Directors 
at Blackburn-based East Lancs rubber 
stamped the use of the PMC system 
on all future vehicle builds. 

Brian Aston, Intellitec National 
Sales Manager, said: “The 
implementation of a completely new 
system is always challenging. The fact 
is it’s a brave decision as it involves so 
many changes to traditional hard 
wiring methods and, indeed, 
attitudes; the commitment to the 
acceptance of new technology shown 
by East Lancashire is really worthy of 
note.” 

John Horn, Sales Director for East 
Lancs, identified the reasons for 
selecting PMC. He said: “The 
electrical specification of our vehicles 
is constantly increasing. With this in 
mind we have been considering for 
some time the move to a 
programmable multiplexed system 
that will allow us the flexibility to 
design in software all the new 
features that our customers are 
requesting, and is fully compliant with 
the systems used by our chassis 
partners. 

“We have known the team at 
Intellitec for some years and have 
always had a good relationship with 
them. East Lancashire Coachbuilders 
believe we have made the right 
decision on both a system supplier 
and indeed a technology partner in 
Intellitec. We are pleased with the 
Intellitec system to date and look 
forward to demonstrating the 
benefits and features to our 
customers.” 

Intellitec’s UK Technical Centre is 
in the north west of England on the 
Wirral, and this facility provides full 
and in-depth training for customers 
on the Intellitec systems. However, 
the sales and admin office is in 
Sheffield, while the company is a 
member of the VIP Group that also 
includes Tuckalign and Compak 
Ramps, which are based at the group 
headquarters in Charlton, south east 
London. 

In addition to the PSV industry, 
Intellitec’s customer base also 
includes regional police, fire and 
ambulance authorities and their 
relevant vehicle suppliers. 


Battery Guard 

The range of products on offer 
includes Battery Guard. Like PMC, it 
too has won international orders, 
including the demanding Australian 
Department of Defence. 

Alexander Dennis (ADL) asked 
Intellitec to re-design the PSV 
Battery Guard to include a counter 
facility at the request of Kowloon 
Motor Bus (KMB) in Hong Kong. 

Duncan Hughes says: “We are 
very proud of the fact that KMB 
specify our product. We took the 
request from ADL and re-designed 
the PCB and had a prototype unit 
out for trial in a little less than eight 
weeks. Actually, the counter facility is 
a really good idea that we should 
thank Kane Shum of KMB for. It did 
take us a little while, however, to 
figure out how to count just the low 
voltage disconnects, and this 
information can be useful to fleet 
engineers to indicate battery and 
alternator condition.” 

Battery Guard prevents batteries 
from going flat through drivers 
leaving vehicles with electrical 
systems switched on. It constantly 
monitors the available battery 
voltage when the engine is not 
running. If the battery voltage falls 
below 24. |v (or |2.lv) a voltage 
sensitive timer in the Battery Guard 
ECU is triggered. 

If the available battery voltage 
remains below 24.|v uniformly for a 
full four minutes, the ECU will pulse 
the Intellitec latching relay, and the 
batteries will be isolated to 
guarantee starting power. 

At this stage there will be no 
power for ignition, the driver must 
press the flashing reset switch and 
start the engine. Battery Guard also 
offers the ability to manually isolate 
the batteries via the Battery Guard 
reset switch. Simply press and hold 
the switch for two seconds, and the 
batteries will be isolated. 


Battery Isolator Control 

In many cases, split charging 
between two banks of batteries is 
expected to work by simply splitting 
the batteries with a relay. This simply 
will not work as the alternator will 
charge the battery with the greater 
resistance, which is the battery with 
the highest charge and more often 
than not is the one that does not 
need charging. 

To efficiently charge two banks of 
batteries, time and voltage 
parameters need to be considered in 
the design of the system. 

The Intellitec Battery Isolator 
Control (BIC) does just this and 
prioritises the alternator output to 
the chassis battery. When the chassis

battery is holding its own against the 
loads, the BIC ECU will allow the 
alternator to charge both batteries. 

The BIC also has a boost start 
function. If the chassis battery has 
insufficient voltage to start the 
vehicle the BIC ECU recognises this 
and parallels both the chassis and 
auxiliaries batteries together to assist 
in the starting of the vehicle. 

The isolator relay delay ECU is 
fully potted in a plastic enclosure for 
mounting in the engine 
compartment. The ECU operates in 
conjunction with the Intellitec Silver 
Can relay. There are just three 
connections to be made, one from 
an ignition switched source, an earth, 
the last being the relay coil. 

The voltage on the main battery 
of a |2/24v system is sensed. When 
this voltage goes above |3.3/26.6 
volts for 12 seconds, the IRD ECU 
will close the isolator relay, providing 
charging current to the auxiliary 
battery. 

When the ignition is off, the relay 
opens immediately. Should the 
voltage on the main battery drop 
below | 2/24 volts for two seconds 
whilst the engine is running, the relay 
will drop out, prioritising charging 
current to the main battery. 


Interior lights 

Although developed for the Royal 
Mail the Intellitec Cargo Light 
Control overcomes the problem 
resulting from high amounts of 
current being drawn from the starter 
battery by interior lights.

PSVs now have many different bells, 
buzzers and other audible warning 
devices to alert passengers and 
indeed the driver. This has become a 


problem to operators and 
passengers alike. Intellitec has 
developed a range of voice message 
modules that provide voice 
annunciation for a variety of vehicle 
functions — e.g. “stand clear doors 
opening.” 

The voice message modules can be 
programmed to announce any 
desired warning and connect directly 
into the PMC system to offer an 
extremely flexible warning system.

Running Light (DRL) control, a new 
product specially designed to meet 
PSV-specific operational 
requirements. 

Packaged in a fully waterproof

Packard connectors, the DRL ECU 
has been designed to be suitable for 
OEM as well as retrospective 
installations. 

Using pulse width modulation, the 
DRL ECU operates the headlamp 
bulbs at 50% duty cycle. This mode 
of operation is proven to extend the 
life expectancy of the headlamp 
bulbs. 

The DRL ECU will provide 
daytime reduced headlights if three 
conditions are met: the engine must 
be running, the handbrake released 
and the headlights switched off. If 
any of these conditions are not met, 
the DRL ECU is isolated. A 
diagnostic LED is mounted on the 
DRL ECU to provide indication and 
status of operation.
